PMILWAYS SEEK 
BUS LINE RIGHTS 


Interstate Commerce 
Commission Regulation 
Is Advocated. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—(/)— 
Railway executives today urged inter- 
state commerce commission regulation 
of motor carriers and action permit- 
ting railroads to engage directly in 
highway transportation. 

In a brief filed with the commis- 
sion by Alfred P. Thom, attorney for 
the Association of Railway Execu- 
tives, the officials recommended that 
passenger-carrying buses and common 


carrier and contract trucks, except 
school and hotel buses and taxicabs, 
be supervised and required to adhere 
to regulations the same as railroads. 

It also was recommended that, if 
necessary, congress be asked to amend 
the law so railroads may engage di- 
rectly in both passenger-carrying by 
bus and hauling by truck. 

Promulgation of regulations was 
| urged to prevent buses or trucks from 
operating without certificate of con- 
venience and necessity from the com- 
mission, a showing of financial re- 
sponsibility, study of the quality and 
permanence of service, proper account- 
ing and comphance with all provisions 
of the state laws of every state 
through which the truck or bus may 
pass.

OXYGEN SUPPLY

Spherical Metal Gondola 

Carried Gas Sufficient 
To Support Life for 
Only Ten Hours. 


AUGSBURG, Germany, May 28.— 
(Thursday )—()—The “stratosphere” 
balloon of Professor Auguste Piccard 
crossed the northern Italian border 
early this morning after a “hedge 
hopping” flight above the Alps, and 
gave rise to a growing belief that 
Professor Piccard and his companion, 
Charles Kipfer, could not remain 
alive. 

After being sighted over several 
towns in western Austria, tracing a 
southward flight from Iunsbruek, the 
balloon was reported sighted by the 
gendarmerie over Bozen, Italy, con- 
tinuing its southward course. 

Although earlier in the night there 
were reports that what were thought 
to be distress. signals from the two 
men enclosed in the aluminum ball at- 
tached to the balloon, were seen, the 
commander of the airport at Inns- 
bruck was. reported to have denied 
that light ‘signals he flashed when the 
balloon’ appeared there had been 
answered by ‘the scientists. 

The fact that the balloon continued 
in the air, with no apparent effort 


-being made to bring it to earth. was 


considered q further argument in favor 
of the theory that Professor Piccard 
and Pipfer had perished. 

Friends of Professor Piccard at 
Munich, however, were reported as 


finding grounds for hope in the con- 
i tinued flight. 


They declared the fact 
that the balloon maintained a fairly 
even altitude, risine only as it crossed 
the Alpine heights. indicated that the 
huge bag still was being guided by a 
human hand. 

Reports from Innsbruck said the 
balloon was being tossed about like 


|a ball in the wind, at a height of 


15,000 feet, when it was sighted thére. 
The balloon was sighted over Octz- 
tal and Landeck after it disappeared 
from Innsbruck at 9 p. m.

When planning the 
for Camp Dixie last summer, the 
writer could not find a standard de- 
sign of twin pusher that would do 
for beginners to build, but after a 
great deal of experimenting finally 
designed this model, which the boys 
at camp named the “Dixie Flyer.” It 
proved to be the most popular model 
used that summer. 

Almost any boy can buikld this 
model and secure a good flight with 
his first attempt. The plane is not 
very fragile: therefore it can _ be 
flown repeatedly without damage, 
thus giving more satisfaction to its 
builder than the usual simple model.

After the wing and elevator are 
completely dry they may be covered 
with the Japanese tissue. This tissue 
is held in place by the banana oil 
which is a light cement. Care should 
be taken that all wrinkles are 
smoothed out before the banana oil 
dries. When the banana oil is finally 
dry trim the excess paper from the 
edges with a sharp knife or razor 
blade. A single coat of light dope 
may be applied to the wing and ele- 
vator surfaces to draw them tight. 
Additional strength may be secured 
by painting all balsa parts with ba- 
nana oil, 

After all joints are dry the plane 
is ready for its trial flight. Attach 
the elevator to the pointed end of the 
fuselage with a small rubber hand. 
The wing is held over the “X” on 
the fuselage in the same manner.

THE CAUSE OF CHRONIC HY- 
PERTROPHIC ARTHRITIS. 

Koch's law by which the specific 
cause of an infectious disease is de- 
termined is fairly satisfactory to any 
intelligent, reasonable or scientific 
mind. It. requires that the germ be 
obtainable in pure culture from all 
or most cases of the disease in ques- 
tien; that the germ be not present in 
other diseases; that inoculation of 
other individuals of the same species 
with cultures of the g@rm_ produce 
the same disease; and finally that 
the germ be recovered in pure culture 
from these cases. 

An infectious disease is one caused 
by the invasion of the tissues by 
germs. It is not necessarily conta- 
psious or communicable by ordinary 
natural means.

Farrell’s Remarks. 

Excerpts from Mr. Farrell's address 
follow:

“The importance of fair prices can- 
not be overestimated in determining 
the influenceS favorable to an ad- 
Vance in commodity prices and the 
restoration of trade. Competition is 
unfair in industry and to the com- 
munity when price cutting has the 
tendency, as in all uneconomic activi- 
ties, of taking the form of profitless 
merchandising. 

Balfour Report. 


“So far back as 1918, the Balfour 
committee reported to the British par- 
liament that the major problem be- 
fore that country was the lowerin 
of costs through greater industrial et- 
ficiency such as the United States 
possessed. g 

“That is the problem which still 
confronts Europe. So let us not aban- 
don the road along which American 
industry has traveled so prosperously. 
Let us not contemplate with indif- 
ference any impairment of our home 
market by lowered standards of liv- 
ing. In a very real sense we take 
out of this home market only what 
we put into it.” 

Farrington Speaks. 


Wallace R. Farrington, former gov- 
ernor of Hawaii, proposed an l11- 
point program for the development 
of foreign trade in the Pacific area, 
which included an attack on.the orien- 
tal exclusion law. 

“Time and events have brought us 
to a scientific method of immigration 
control,” he said. “We have the 
quota law for all nations outside the 
orient, ‘There is every reason why 
our country should apply this law to 
the peoples of all nations outside our 
immediate neighbors of the North 
American continent.” 

He also recommended that “we face 
the silver situation, and ‘when re- 
questing our government to use its 
good offices for an international con- 
ference offer a platform that will be 
supported. Too often the government 
is asked to act and then whatever 
the government does is wrong.” 

Cotton Goods Outlets. 

Analysis of the market for cotton 
goods with a view to finding new out- 
lets was urged by Edward T. Pickard, 
chief of the textile division of the 
commerce department. 

He suggested the possibility of the 
textile men assisting the advertising 
of products of factories using cotton 
goods as a means of spreading the 
market for textile outputs. 

“One important need in the textile 
industries today is for eccnomic re- 
search,” said Pickard. This, he added 
would suggest an “intelligent effort 
to adapt distribution practices to mod- 
ern businéss trends to eliminate cost- 
ly and uneconomic methods and to 
aggressively and scientifically lay siege 
to outlets and markets.”

SIGNALS FROM BALLOON 
REPORTED IN TYROL 


AUGSBURG, Bavaria, May 27.— 
(UP)—Two determined men . of 
science, sealed within a six-foot alu-| 
minum balloon carriage, sailed from | 
the earth into the fringe of outer 
space today and did not return, but | 
late tonight some hope was heia for! 
their lives. 

Police officials at Landeck, in Ty- 
rol, told the United Press by telephone 
tonight that the balloon of Professor 
Auguste Piccard had passed over Lan- 
deck and signalled with lights. 

Although Piccard and his compan- 


dead because of lack of oxygen, of- 
ficials of the Augsburg balloon fac- 
tory said the scientist had arranged 
signals similar to those seen at Lan- 
deck prior to starting the flpht.

p. m., said the balloon had been sight- 
ed in Italy and automobiles were sent 
out in an effort to locate it. 


They had been aloft since 5:57 
a. m.. but had sufficient oxygen for 
only 10 hours voyage into the “strato- 
sphere.” 

There was little hope held by com- 
petent scientists and balloonists that 
the two occupants of the sealed cabin 
could be aided or that they ould re- 
turn alive from their bold venture 
away from the earth toward the stars. 
Hope was held, however, that their 
journey had not been made in rain 
and that any scientific material they 
might have gathered or data recorded 
ow the many instruments carried in 
the cabin might be brought safely 
back to earth. 


The balloon was only about 13,000 
feet, over the Bavarian Alps, south of 
Munich, when an amateur flyer, Pilot 
Teschner, took off from Munich in an 
attempt to reach them before dark-

43,168 Feet. 

The greatest height ever attained 
by man was 43.168 feet, a mark set 
by Lieutenant Apollo Soucek, of the 
United States navy, in an airplane 
last year. The attempt of Pilet Tesch- 
ner to aid the balloon was eved 
hopeless because his plane was not 
believed able to rise to more than 
half the necessary altitude. 

In addition to the exhaustion of 
oxygen the two scientists—should 
they still be alive—faced the threat 
of severe thunderstorms over the Alps 
region.” Such storms, if they broke 
over the bailoon, might destroy all 
record of the voyage of Professor Pic- 
card and his companion, who may 
have been able to carry out experi- 
ments which would prove highly valu- 
able in study of atmospheric condi- 


ns. : 

Professor Piccard, who was making 
his thirteenth attempt at a successful 
flight when he departed in the balloon 
from Augsburg this —sieeo had 
hoped to make new discoveries con- 
cerning the mysteries of the eosmic 
rays and the action of atoms in space. 
The fact that he was making. an wn- 
precedented and sensational flight did 
not interest the grave Swiss scientist

The cosmic ray, as described by the 
California scientist, R. A. Millikan, 
represents the energy radiated during 
the actual creation of atoms out of 
electrons and protons combined in 
space. Professor DPiceard held the be- 
lief that a new source of unbelievable 
energy might be found in such atomic 
conversion. Such energy might he 
millions of times greater than the 
energy produced on earth by such ma- 
terials as coal, he believed. 

To obtain data om th: process of 
creation of atoms in space, the Swiss 
professor had equipped the carriage 
of his balloon with many delicate in- 
struménts for measuring cosmic radia- 
tion and ionization of the atmosphere. 

There are nine windows in the bal- 


Toon carriage—which could be turned 


around to take advantage of or e«- 
cape the heat of the sun—and the 
aluminum ball in which they rode 
was several millimeters thick to pro- 
tect the scientists against ehanges in 
the atmosphere. 

The bag of the balloon has a ca- 
pacity of 14,000 eubie meters but it 
was not covered with the usual net- 
work because of desire to reduce the 
weight and avoid a repetition of pre- 
vious attempts when the balloon failed 
to rise. 

There were several bottle: of coz- 
nac, ham sandwiches cad milk in the 
earriage as provisions for the scien- 
tists, 

The only entrances to the carriage 
were two small holes, which were 
tightly sealed after Professor Piccard 
and Kipfer entered. Oxygen cylinders 
and oxygen in liquid form was stored 
in the.compartment and the sphere 
was painted black on one side and 
white on the other to permit the 
occupants to turn either a protective 
or an absorbing surface to the sun. 

The balloon began its flight from 
Augsburg in good weather, rising rap- 
idly to a height of 13,000 feet and 
drifting southward. It continued to 
rise slowly as it drifted over Ober- 
guenzburg, Kemhten and Lake Con- 
stance, on the Swiss frontier. 

Amateur méteorologists near Lake 
Constance observed the balloon and 


estimated that it already had broken , 


the former altitude record. The bal- 
loon continued southward, drifting 
over Bodensee, Schongau (near 
Wuermsee) and Oberammergau, to 
Mount Etaller Manndl. at which time 
officials of the MRiedinger Balloon 
Works, builders of the balloon, began 
to express anxiety over the failure of 
Professor Piccard to descend. 

They said ‘they believed the oxygen 
was exhausted before mid-afternoon. 
but the balloon continued aloft, being 
sighted from Murnau, and near Lake 
Staffel, which is close to a monntain- 
ous district. Later it drifted over 
Partenkirehén and continued south- 
ward over the mountains.

"The mere taking of many industries 
subject to a new tax is not, standing 
alone, sensational. The startling qual- 


ity of the recent decision can ofily be | 


understood by grasping the fact that 
the Indiana innovation 
discriminates between 
business and small units, between one- 
man businesses and organized busi- 
nesses, and deliberately aims to fos- 
ter the small by penalizing the large. 
Upon a single store, the Indiana law 
puts an annual tax, called a 
fee” of $3.

The 
court seems to imply that if legisla- 
tures choose to enact. laws of doubt- 
ful wisdom,

| In the present situation, it is rath-

OHICAGO, May 27.—(/)—Presi- 
dent R. Arthur Wood, of the Chi- 
cago Stock Exchange, told delegates 
to the Illinois Bankers’ Association 
convention today ‘that “we all are to 
blame” for the present depression and 
that it is time to “consider soberly 
our mistakes. of the past and seek 
to avoid a repetition.” 

“I cannot pass tnchallenged the 
most general a@tusation that specula- 
tion in the securities market was the 
prime cause of depression,” said Mr, 
Wood. “And I cannot-accept the in- 
dictment that the millions of small 


speculators and investors—and it is 
impossible to draw a rigid line of 
demarcation between them—were de- 
ceived and victimized by those who 
conduct the securities markets and 
those who are in lose touch with 
them. 

“There were warnings in plen 
that trading in securities had reach@e 
a dangerous volume and that prices 
had reached perilous heights. 

“Is there any thoughtful banker or 
Hstudent of economics who will assert 
that the securities markets were the 
only medium for speculation? How 
about that other noble experiment of 
our national government in stabiliza- 
tion of grain and cotton prices? Who 
told the wheat grower that he should 
receive for his excess production a 
price absolutely unwarranted by any 
fantastic mental process of unsound 
economic reasoning?” 

“The farmer speculated by exces- 
sive production of wheat and other 
products; and the planter in over- 
production of cotton. With govern- 
ment subsidies, it looked like a sure 
think for them.

FALL'S NEW PETITION 
GIVEN SUPREME COURT 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—(/)— 
The supreme court today received Al- 
bert B. Fall's request for a review of 
his cenviction of accepting a $100,000 
bribe from Edward L. Doheny, weal- 
thy oil man. 

The tribunal is expected to consid- 
er the petition from the former in- 
terior secretary before it adjourns for 
the summer recess next Monday. A 
reversal of the District of Columbia 
court of appeals’ decision affirming 
the conviction and sentence of a 
year’s imprisonment and a $100,000 
fine is asked. 

Last Monday the supreme court 
cleared the way for consideration of 
the petition by entering an order di- 
recting that all petitions filed. before 
Friday in government criminal cases 
be submitted directly to it for study. 

When the Fall petition was filed, 
the former interior secretary's chief 
counsel, Frank J. Hogan, challenged 
the authority of the court to give it 
immediate consideration. 

Under*the roles of the court, Fall’s 
counsel tontetided, the petition could 
not be considered until next October. 
This would permit Fall, to remain at 
his home at Three Rivers, N. M, 

Should the court decline .to review 

the decision, Fall would be summoned 
to Washington to receive sentence 
and commitment to prison. . He was 
convicted in October, 1929, in the Dis- 
— of Columbia supreme court and 
his conviction was affirmed last 
April. 
The petition challenged the validity 
of his indictment, activities of govern- 
ment counsel, and the discharge of a 
woman juror, Beatrice P. Duke, by 
Trial Judge William Hitz along with 
the judge’s charge to the jury men- 
tioning the possibility of clemency. 

In addition, the petition assailed the 
admissibility of evidence pertaining to 
negotiations between Fall and Harry 
F. Sinclair, wealthy oil man, and 
charged that the attorney general as- 
sumed prosecution of the case when 
eongress specifically provided that 
special government counsel be em- 
| ployed.

Back-tracking his losing streak 
since the day he entered baseball's 
hall of fame by pitching a no-hit, 
no-run game against the St. Louis 
Browns, Ferrell summed up all his 
troubles with: 

“T’ve just been unlucky. 

“You know in that perfect game 
I pitched against the Browns I 
iidn't have much more stuff prob- 
ably than any other game, he 
went on. “It just happened to 
be my lucky day. Every time they 
there to get it.

The Vatican official newspaper, 
Osservatore Romano, denied charges 
published in Roman newspapers al- 
leging the church was interfering in 
political activity and that it was hos- 
tile to the fascists. 

Branding these charges as false, the 
Vatican organ made a countercharge 
of fascist interference in Catholic ac- 
tivities, 

In government circles it was said 
unofficially that the controversy be- 
tween the student groups was not en- 
tirely unwelcomed because it was held 
to an evidence that the fascisti 
were ready to combat what they eon- 
sider a political trend by Catholic or- 
ganizations. 

In Vatican circles the convention 
was maintained that by their alleged 
interference the interference in Cath- 
olie activity the fascis's were violat- 
in; the spirit of the Lateran treaty 
and the concordat. 

Some diplomatic tension, it was 
learned, has existed for three months 
between the Vatican and the govern- 
ment. Since early in March the pope 
has refused to receive Count D’Vec- 
chini, Italian ambassador to the Holy 
See, who was one of the four leaders 
of the fascist march on Rome. 

In retaliation, Premier Mussolini 
has refused to see the papal nuncio 
to Italy, Archbishop Borgongin-Duca, 
one of the negotiators of the Lateran 
treaty.

335,708 AUTOS ARE

Although the output of automobile 
factories has shown a steady increase 
since January, the production still 
was eonsiderably below that of April, 
1930, when 444,024 automobiles were 
sold by factories. 

For the four months’ period end- 
ing April 30, sales totaled 1,005,901 
cars, compared with 1,444,047 for the 
corresponding period last year.

The consolidated balance sheet 
showed cash of $128,966,753 as of 
March 31, against $145,713,657 De- 
ecember 31, and United States govern- 
ment securities of $44,035,047 March 
31, compared with $33,037,723 at the 
end of 1930. Inventories increased 
during the period to $139,940,938 as 
of March 31 from $136,298,891 as of 
December 31. 

Net sales for the first quarter

HIGHLIGHTS OF WALL STREET

NEW YORK, May 27.—Further| 


necessitous selling, together with in- 
creased operations for the account 
of professional bears, unsettled the 
stock market again today and caused 
the establishment. of a score or ‘more 
of new low prices for this year. 

Steel common led the industrials, 
and New York Central the rail 
group, in the downward movement. 
Atchison, another high-grade invest- 
ment issue, touched a new low fig- 
ure for this year. : 

Losses at one time ran from 2 to 5 
points in the leaders. Investment 
and speculative buying, together 
with short covering, caused improve- 
ment late in the session but the close 
left prices with net losses of from 
1 to 3 points in the pivotal issues. — 
General Electric stood out promi- 
nently for its strength in the late 
dealings and closed with a net gain 
of one point. Buying of the latter 
was attributed to important interests 
—closely identified with the com- 
any—who have not been in the mar- 
et for the stock in a substantial 
manner for many months. 

UGLY RUMORS. 

Refusal of the interstate commerce 
commission to take the initiative look- 
ing to a blanket advance in freight 
rates started selling of the railroad 
shares early in the day. Weakness 
of the transportation shares imparted 
heaviness to the industrials. Ugly 
rumors of trouble were again in cir- 
culation and all the names men- 
tioned in the recent past were again 
whispered about the Street. 

Trouble in Europe was also mooted 
about. ‘The financial district was so 
busy discussing the unfavorable ru- 
mors that little or no attention was 
paid to the statements made by 
Thomas W. Lamont, of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Company, and James A. Far- 
rell, of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, before the Foreign Trade 
Council. 

Selling of the railroad shares was 
also induced by further reports of 
the showings being made by the com- 
mon carriers for April. A compila- 
tion of the earnings of the first 56 
railroads reporting for that month 
showed a decrease in gross of 18.3 
per cent and a shrinkage in net op- 
erating income of 36.7 per cent. For 
the first four months of this year 
gross has fallen off 18.7 per cent, 
and net operating income has been 
reduced 37.4 per cent. 

GOLD CRAZE.

_ The bonds were taken largely by 
insurance companies, wealthy individ- 
vals and banks. Some savings banks 
in states where the bonds were a legal 
investment for those institutions were 
also substantial subscribers to the is- 
sue. 

Investment bankers report a good 
demand for high-grade bonds. The 
success of the Consolidated Gas of- 
fering is expected to accelerate other 
good-sized offerings which have been 
hanging fire. 

BANK DIVIDENDS. 

Notwithstanding the heaviness 
which prevailed in the general stock 
market, bank stocks which are dealt 
in over-the-counter, showed firmness 
throughout the day, in most instances 
closing with net gains. There has been 
much talk recently about smaller prof- 
its to shown by the banks this 
year owing to the low rates prevailing 
for money. 

This, however, according to one 
important banker, will be substan- 
tially offset by the profits made in 
the banks’ bond departments and on 
their investments in government se- 
curities. 

Among the _ specialties, Gillette 
Safety Razor attracted attention with 
a sharp break. At one time it show- 
ed a loss of nearly 6 points. Selling of 
the stock was precipitated by an- 
nouncement of the beginning of a suit 
by the United Cigar Stores against 
the Gillette company. Rumors that 
such a suit would be filed have been 
current for some days following the 
institution of the Gillette company of 
a suit against the United Cigar 
Stores.
